Half of all Americans were 
born before late 1942. Since then 
the value of the dollar has 
shrunk 58 cents. 
This had taken only 28 years. 
And if this rate continues, the 
1942 dollar will be worth only 18 
cents in another 28 years. 
The main reason for the 
decline in the dollar’s value 
since 1942 has been federal 
spending—and 
particularly 
deficit spending. 
If this inflation continues and 
the dollar shrinks at the same 
rate for the next 28 years, what 
is in store for the average 
worker? 
What will he have to earn— 
or pay—in 18-cent dollars just 
to equal the same amount in 
terms of today’s 42-cent dol­ 
lars? 
$7,200 in wages would have to 
be $16,800. 
$3,000 cars would cost $7,000. 
$25,000 homes—$58,000. 
$4,000 college tuition—$9,400. 
$275 television sets—almost 
$640. 
$125 suits of clothes—$290. 
$25 pairs of shoes—$58. 
At this same rate of infla­ 
tion a family’s weekly budget

would have to rise as follows: 
Food—from $38 to $89. 
Housing—from $43 to $100. 
Clothing and laundry—from 
$25 to $58. 
Transportation—from $17 to 
$40. 
If inflation continued at the 
same rate, and the Federal 
Government spent the money 
necessary to provide no more 
services than it provides to­ 
day, in the next 28 years: 
Spending would rise from $195 
billion to $455 billion. 
Debt would rise from $386 bil­ 
lion to $900 billion. 
However, both spending 
and the deficit have been 
increasing far more rapidly 
than the rate the dollar had 
been declining. If spending 
and debt increase the next 28 
years at the same rate they 
have since 1942: 
Federal spending will jump to 
$970 billion. 
The debt will go up to almost 
$1.7 trillion. 
Candidates for Congress ask 
for your support. 
When they do, ask them if 
they plan to keep the govern­ 
ment’s spending within its in­ 
come. Or do they plan to con­ 
tinue deficit spending and has­ 
ten the day when our dollar 
could be worth only 18 cents.

PARIS (AP) — The United 
States said today that a nego­ 
tiated settlement of the Vietnam 
war “ seems no nearer today 
than it did a year ago, or even 
two years ago’’ when the Paris 
peace talks began. 


Ambassador 
David 
K.E. 
Bruce appealed to the Commu­ 
nist side to “ work together now 
to prevent 1971 from being add­ 
ed to the already far too long 
and dreary chronicle of this 
war.” 


“ Let us instead make it a year 
which will be recorded promi­ 
nently in the annals of peace,” 
he continued. 
Bruce spoke at the 97th ses­ 
sion of the peace talks, which 
began in their present form Jan. 
18, 1969. 
Bruce made a detailed pres­ 
entation of allied efforts to get 
substantive progress in Paris 
and put the blame on the Com­ 
munist side for lack of progress. 
Communist delegates listed 
again their conditions for an end 
to the war and put the blame on 
the United States for hampering 
the return of peace.

SAIGON (AP) — The United 
States closed out its last coastal 
and inland waterway operations 
in Vietnam today by turning 
over 125 more patrol boats to 
South Vietnam. 
Rear Adm. Tran Van Chon, 
commander of South Vietnam’s 
navy, accepted the last of some 
650 boats from Vice Adm. Je ­ 
rome H. King Jr. at a ceremony 
at the navy headquarters docks 
in Saigon. 
The transfer raised South 
Vietnam’s naval strength to 
1,500 vessels, the largest of 
them being several 316-foot 
LSTs. 
The ceremony marked the 
end of an important phase of the 
U.S. combat role in Vietnam, in­ 
shore naval patrols which have 
been in operation since 1965 
along the coast and on the riv­ 
ers and canals. The so-called 
“ brown water navy” was the 
U.S. Navy’s first river combat 
force since the Civil War. 
A few U.S. naval advisers will 
remain on duty with the Viet­ 
namese Navy. Two U.S. Navy 
combat aircraft units—a heli­ 


copter gunship squadron and a 
squadron of OV10 light attack 
planes—will continue to operate 
in support of South Vietnamese 
forces in the Mekong delta. And 
ships of the U.S. 7th Fleet and 
the U.S. Coast Guard are contin­ 
uing to operate in the offshore 
waters. 
The 650 boats the United 
States has turned over to the 
Vietnamese since November 
1968 include 293 river patrol 
boats, 224 river assault craft, 
107 “ Swift” boats for river pa­ 
trols and 26 Coast Guard craft. 
At peak strength in 1968, the 
Navy had 36,000 men in South 
Vietnam, but this has been re­ 
duced to 17,000, not including 
the 19,000 Navy and Coast 
Guard personnel assigned to off­ 
shore units. 
Meanwhile, the battlefields 
were reported generally quiet 
as the New Year’s cease-fires 
approached. The Viet Cong has 
announced a 72-hour standstill 
beginning at 1 a.m. Thursday

EST 
Wednesday—while the South 
Vietnamese and U .S. commands 


vancement of Science. 
Beck, a graduate student in 
the Johns Hopkins University 
school of hygiene and public 
health, elaborated on his study 
in an interview, in which he 
pointed out that the dog popula­ 
tion in the United States is 
growing faster than the human 
population. 
It is estimated. Beck said, 
that there are 611,000 dog bites 
a year in the United States. 
While the danger of rabies in 
this country is not great at 
present, the bites are painful 
and children particularly can be 
badly hurt, he said. 
■ As American cities spread, 
the danger of rabies increases, 
Beck said, because foxes and 
other animals which carry the 
disease live in the nearby wood­ 
ed areas. 
In the Baltimore area, for ex­ 
ample, there have been three 
recent attacks by packs of dogs, 
he said. In one, 49 animals were 
killed in the zoo and the two 
others involved serious injury to 
young children. 
Pets—not just strays—were 
involved in these attacks, Beck 
said. 
One reason for the dog prob­ 
lem, he said, is that many peo­ 
ple move to the city and buy at­ 
tack-trained dogs for protection. 
Later they move and abandon 
the dog, he said. 
Other dogs become free by es­ 
caping their owners, and loose 
dogs also produce offspring 
which grow up ownerless. 
Besides the obvious danger of 
dog bite, the animals pose such 
other problems for city dwellers 
as barking at night and the pol­ 
lution of streets and lawns, 
Beck said. 
While dogs have been touted 
as enemies of rats, they often 
perform a friendly service for 
the vicious rodents, Beck said— 
rats feed from garbage cans 
which dogs have tipped over. 


Medicare premium 
to go up July 1 


WASHINGTON (A P)— The aged must pay 6 per cent 
more for supplemental medicare benefits next July 1 
largely because of rising doctor charges, the Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare announced today. 
The current $5.30 a month premium will increase to 
$5.60 a month for the 19.5 million medicare subscribers. 
This is far less than the $1.30, or 32 per cent, increase an­ 
nounced last December for the current fiscal year. 
Most of the latest increase was attributed to the ex­ 
pected 6.7 per cent jump in the amount of doctors’ fees 
covered by medicare and to an estimated 2 per cent rise in 
the use of physicians’ services. 
HEW said an estimated 15 per cent increase in the 
cost and utilization of such institutional services as hos­ 
pital outpatient clinics will account for the remainder of 
the premium rise. 
Supplemental medicare meets parts of the elderly’s 
nonhospital medical expenses. The government, which 
matches individual contributions, will pay out an addi­ 
tional $70 million from general revenues next year be­ 
cause of the premium increase.

Officials said 
211 enemy were killed and 30 
captured in the operation, while 
21 South Vietnamese were killed 
and 61 wounded.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Nixon said he received a 
“ good bill of health” in a medi­ 
cal checkup today at the Bethes- 
da Naval Hospital. 
Nixon arrived at 8:35 a.m. at 
the hospital and left for the 
White House at 11:15. 
Emerging from the hospital 
he spoke to newsmen and spec­ 
tators and said he was feeling 
fine. 
“ They had to beat me to take 
me here for the checkup,” the 
President quipped. 
Asked if he felt he would rath­ 
er be in Florida, he said, “ I feel 
that until the Senate takes time 
off to take some sunshine I can’t 
take any either.”

Franco commutes death 
sentences of 6 Basques 


MADRID (AP) - Gen. Fran­ 
cisco Franco commuted the 
death sentences of six Basque 
extremists tonight 
The 78-year-old chief of state 
reduced the sentences to 30 
years in prison. 
The announcement that he 
was 
saving 
the 
youthful 
Basques from the garrote or the 
firing squad came after Franco 
met with his Cabinet for the sec­ 
ond straight day. 
Franco acted after receiving 
pleas for clemency from gov­ 
ernments and heads of states in 
various parts of the world. 
And there also was the threat 
of renewed violence in Spain 
should the sentences be carried 
out. They were imposed for 
murder and banditry. 


In Burgos, Lt. Gen. Tomas 
Garcia Rebull signed the death 
sentences and sent the docu­ 
ments, along with the harsh 
prison terms for nine other de­ 
fendants. to Madrid. Three of 
the accused each received two 
death sentences. 
The 78-year-old leader of the 
Spanish people scheduled a na­ 
tion-wide year-end television 
broadcast tonight. Franco taped 
the speech Tuesday. 
It is due to be broadcast at 4 
p.m., EST. 
Appeals for clemency contin­ 
ued to pour in. But in St. Jean 
de Luz, across the border in the 
French 
Basque 
country, 
a 
Basque spokesman said one of 
the six condemned men had 
written a letter saying: “ We 


hope strongly that clemency 
will not be accorded. We are 
revolutionaries. We wish to die 
for the dignity of man and the 
liberty of our Basque lands.” 
The spokesman, Teleforo de 
Monzon, said he believed all six 
of the condemned were “ as se­ 
rene and determined” as the 
writer of the letter and shared 
his sentiment. De Monzon would 
not say who the writer was.

Four-year probation 
Lloyd sentenced to four months 
at Vandalia and fined $1,000 


Frank (Bookie) Lloyd, 1511 W. First St., 
Tuesday afternoon was sentenced to four 
years’ probation, with the first four months to 
be spent at the State Penal Farm, Vandalia, 
and fined $500 on each of two counts of gam­ 
bling, following an aggravation and mitiga­ 
tion hearing before Judge Wesley Eberle, 
Freeport. 
The sentence brought to conclusion a long 
series of legal efforts against the Dixon man, 
who had been charged with gambling follow­ 
ing a raid by Dixon Police and area F B I 
agents in November of 1969. In a trial late in 
October and early November of this year, a 
jury found Lloyd guilty on two counts of gam- 


bling. 
The hearing yesterday combined the hear­ 
ing on aggravation and mitigation with a 
hearing on Lloyd’s application for probation. 
Lloyd’s attorney, Henry S. Dixon, paraded a 
number of community leaders to the stand to 
testify as to Lloyd’s character and drew on 
the testimony of two physicians to indicate 
that Lloyd might be at a disadvantage physi­ 
cally should he be incarcerated. 
Prosecutor Albert Kennedy, Lee County 
State’s Attorney, questioned the character 
witnesses as to their knowledge of Lloyd’s 
reputation in connection with gambling, and 
drew affirmative answers from most. 


Following the testimony, Judge Eberle 
asked Lloyd to rise and asked him point blank 
if he (Lloyd) would refrain from gambling ac­ 
tivities in any manner, means or form, should 
probation be granted. 
Lloyd responded affirmatively, albeit 
rather hesitantly, it appeared to court observ­ 
ers. Eberle then went on to explain explicitly 
that if probation were granted, Lloyd could 
not leave the state, and that if he were caught 
involved in gambling activities of any kyid 
during the probation term, he could be 
brought back to the court on petition, without 
the need of trial, to face whatever sentence, 
as determined by law, the court might mete 


out for a probation violation. Lloyd then re­ 
sponded to Eberle’s question more positively. 
Before handing down his sentence, Eberle 
explained that several factors are taken into 
consideration by the court in handing down 
any sentence: the consideration of previous 
offenses, the protection of society, the deter­ 
rent effect the sentence will have on others in­ 
volved in similar activities ; consideration for 
rehabilitation; and in this case, the extensive 
character of the gambling operation. 


Eberle then pronounced sentence, and on 
motion of Lloyd’s attorney, Dixon, stayed the 
execution of the sentence until Jan. 6. 


Shed a tear, fans: 
Frontier disappears; 
no more Stetson hats 


PH ILAD ELPH IA (AP) - The 
makers of Stetson hats, hall­ 
mark of the Western male for a 
century, have decided to give up 
manufacture of the famous 
headgear. 
“ We have reached this conclu­ 
sion with great reluctance,” 
Norman Karpf, executive vice 
president of the John B. Stetson 
Co., said Tuesday. 
Karpf cited “ the severe de­ 
cline in the use of hats,” which 


he said had made it economical­ 
ly unfeasible to continue produc­ 
tion at the Philadelphia plant. 
The Stetson was originated by 
John B. Stetson, a Philadelphia 
hatmaker who popularized it 
during a trip to the West in the 
1860s to cure a case of tubercu­ 
losis. 
At one time 5,000 people 
turned out Stetsons at the plant 
here. Only 300 are on the payroll 
now.

Ancient People

per class Japanese women shod 
their feet. They liked the thick 
sole for height and protection 
and preferred the sandal open 
to av oid confinement. 
The nex t primitiv e Indian 
sandal, which cou ld easily be 
the foreru nner of ou r modern- 
day thing, was held to the foot 
by a knob passing between the 
toes. In 1400 the Baby lonians 
gav e new dimension to sandal 
design by combining colors to 
produ ce a geometric chain de­ 
sign—it also seems that they 
u shered in the squ are toe. 
Second row (left to right). By 
the end of the fou rth centu ry 
B.C. stru ctu re of the sandal was 
changing. A tongu e with straps 
appeared ov er the instep as in 
this Roman soldier sandal.

12 tricks.

He 
will draw only two rou nds of 
tru mps while leav ing the ace in 
du mmy . Then he will cash two 
high clu bs; ru ff a low clu b; en­ 
ter du mmy with the ace of 
tru mps to cash the last two 
clu bs and finally lead the dia­ 
mond.

Asked if he were ruling out 
the possibility flatly, Ogilvie re­ 
plied, “ Yes, I am ruling it out 
flatly.” 
The column suggested Ogilvie 
would serve until his present 
term ends in 1972 and then 
assume Hoover’s duties with 
the FB I. The governor was 
asked if his denial meant he 
plans to run again in 1972.

Forming GO P organization 


CHICAGO (AP) - A Repub­ 
lican critic of Gov. Richard B. 
Ogilvie announced Tuesday the 
formation of Citizens for a 
Stronger Republican Party. 
William F. Rentschler, 45, a 
Lake Forest executive who fre­ 
quently has been at odds with 
the Republican governor, an­ 
nounced at a news conference 
that he would be chairman of 
the new group. He said the 
group hopes to have 6,000 mem­ 
bers by fall. 
“ We are not anti anybody,” 
Rentschler said. “ We are not 
promoters for any special can­ 
didate.” 
Rentschler 
had 
attributed 
large Republican losses in the 
Nov. 3 election to Ogilvie, but 
said the governor could still re­ 
ceive his group’s support in the 
next election. 
“ Gov. Ogilvie, if he is a can­ 
didate, quite obviously is going 
to need all the help he can get 
from any source,” Rentschler 
said. 


Rentschler, who lost the GOP 
senatorial primary election to 
Ogilvie-supported Ralph Tyler 
Smith, denied that the new 
group would be a “ rump” or­ 
ganization or a vehicle to fur­ 
ther his personal political goals. 
Ogilvie had been criticized 
several weeks ago at a GOP 
dinner for leading a “ closed” 
party by Rentschler and John 
Henry Altorfer, a Peoria indus­ 
trialist. Altorfer lost to Ogilvie 
in the GOP primary race for 
governor. 
Asked if his group would sup­ 
port Altorfer in any future elec­ 
tions, Rentschler replied, “ We 
could work for people well qual­ 
ified for public office.” 
Rentschler added that his or­ 
ganization would not be open to 
any party or public official ex­ 
cept elected precinct commit­ 
teemen. 
John T. McCarty, 48, an ad­ 
ministrator at Rockford College, 
was named president of the new 
organization.

The official, Anthony S. Ku- 
harich, recommended that the 
jails be torn down and replaced 
or consolidated into multicounty 
facilities. 
Kuharich chief of the correc­ 
tions department’s bureau of de­ 
tention facilities and jail stand­ 
ards, also criticized administra­ 
tive and security procedures at 
seven other downstate coun­ 
ty jails. 
The nine jails branded as un­ 
acceptable for human habitation 


—all constructed between 1832 
and 1845 — are those of Boone, 
Cass, Carroll, LaSalle, Jo Da­ 
viess, Knox, Fulton, Bureau and 
Grundy counties. 
The seven jails cited in the re­ 
port as needing major improve­ 
ments are in Warren, Kane, 
McHenry, DeKalb, Marshall, 
Putnam and Winnebago coun­ 
ties. All were built between 1840 
and 1870. 
The 16 jails criticized in the 
report were among 33 surveyed 
by Kuharich and a team of su­ 
pervisors during the last three 
months. 
An initial report released sev­ 
eral weeks ago charged that 
conditions at nine of 33 other 
downstate jails inspected were 
unacceptable.

This re­ 
su lts in mu scles at the an gle o f 
the mo u th bein g d rawn back o n 
o n e sid e. Gen erally sp eakin g, 
o n e sid e o f the face d ro o p s fro m 
p araly sis an d the o ther sid e 
co n tracts. There may be d iffi­ 
cu lty in clo sin g o n e ey e an d the 
sen se o f taste o v er p art o f the 
to n gu e may be lo st o r d imin ­ 
ished . The o n set o f the p ro blem 
is u su ally abru p t. 
The m u scle p araly sis 
is 
cau sed by failu re o f the n erv e to 
the facial mu scles to fu n ctio n 
n o rmally . Actu ally , there are 
two n erv es, o n e to each sid e o f 
the face, an d o n e o f the p air is 
affected an d the o ther n o t. We 
really d o n 't kn o w what hap p en s 
to the n erv e, whether it is a ty p e 
o f v iru s in fectio n o r a lo calized 
allergic resp o n se. The n erv e 
d o es beco me swo llen an d in a 
few cases is so bad ly d amaged 
that it has to regen erate befo re 
n o rmal fu n ctio n o f the mu scles 
is resto red . 
In mo st cases reco v ery begin s 
within a week an d three-fo u rths 
o f the p atien ts are fu lly reco v ­ 
ered in a few weeks. Rarely 
d o es d amage remain . 
Man y treatmen ts hav e been 
tried witho u t mu ch su ccess. 
Ad ren al ho rmo n e may hav e 
sho rten ed the illn ess in so me 
p atien ts. Su rgery 
to reliev e 
p ressu re o n the swo llen n erv e 
has been ad v o cated bu t recen t 
stu d ies su ggest that u n treated 
p atien ts d o abo u t as well in their 


early illn ess as treated p atien ts. 
If reco v ery is p ro lo n ged then 
su rgery is so metimes help fu l in 
reliev in g an y p ressu re o n the 
n erv e cau sed by swellin g an d 
sp eed s n erv e regen eratio n . 
Dear Dr. Lamb— I hav e 
heard that n ew en zy me d eter­ 
gen ts are d an gero u s. Do they 
cau se y o u r skin to break o u t an d 
is there an y real d an ger in u sin g 
them? 
Dear Read er— They 
may 
in d eed be harmfu l. They can 
cau se a skin rash in sen sitiv e 
p erso n s. So me an imals ex p o sed 
to d etergen ts hav e d ied su d d en ­ 
ly after in halin g the en zy me an d 
o thers hav e had lu n g d isease. 
Asthma an d o ther lu n g p ro b­ 
lems were rep o rted in wo rkers 
in d etergen t p lan ts in Eu ro p e. 
The Fed eral Trad e Co mmis­ 
sio n has reo p en ed the stu d y o n 
en zy m e d etergen ts. It isn ’t 
clear as y et if the amo u n t y o u 
might get by u sin g d etergen ts 
aro u n d the ho u se wo u ld hav e 
the same effects as rep o rted in 
an imals. The an imals go t far 
bigger d o ses than y o u might ex ­ 
p ect in n o rmal u se. The same 
might be said abo u t the lu n g 
p ro blems seen in facto ry wo rk­ 
ers. 
It p ro bably d o esn ’t take mu ch 
en zy me d etergen t to cau se a 
skin rash in p eo p le sen sitiv e to 
it.

ta l fa ilure to mo v e a g g ressiv ely a nd 
im a g ina tiv ely 
o n 
the 
scientific- 
technica l fro nt. They kno w tha t in this 
decisiv e a rea , where pro g ress to wa rd 
a better life is ma de, co mmunism 
ha sn’t g o t it. 
The “ esta blishment” libera ls a re 
no t the o nly o nes who ca n’t seem to 
understa nd tha t the Po les (a nd their 
Red-ruled co unterpa rts in ma ny o ther 
la nds) ha v e g iv en up o n co mmunism 
a s a pro per eng ine o f pro g ress. 
It is a co mmo npla ce to sa y tha t the 
milita nt y o ung here a nd a bro a d ha v e 
no philo so phy a nd no pro g ra m. But 
ma ny , when pressed ha rd, o ffer up a 
kind o f ma ng led Ma rx ism a s their pre­ 
scriptio n fo r mo dern so ciety ’s ills. 
Ev idently , they a re imperv io us to ev i­ 
dence. The Po lish rio ts a re a lesso n in 
m a ssiv e 
disencha ntment 
with 
Ma rx ism’s sterility . 


If SALT fails: 


Pro spects no w a ppea r so dim fo r a n 
effectiv e fo rma l trea ty with Russia o n 
a rms co ntro l tha t U.S. o fficia ls a re 
ca sting a bo ut fo r a wa y to g et so me 
so rt o f limita tio n o n the milita ry build­ 
up witho ut depending o n a written, 
sig ned a g reement. 
The po litica l situa tio n in the So v iet 
Unio n a ppa rently is such tha t no 
mea ning ful trea ty co uld be a ccepted in 
Mo sco w. It wo uld a lmo st certa inly be 
nitpicked to mush. 
One such “ no ntrea ty ” scheme no w 
being discussed in the hig hest circles o f 
the Nix o n a dministra tio n wo uld ma ke 
mutua l a rms co ntro l a so rt o f scientific 
g uessing g a me which wo uld slo wly 
pro g ress in fits a nd sta rts, pro pelled 
a lo ng by hints a nd “ sig na ls” first by 
o ne side a nd then the o thher. 
The first step wo uld be fo r the 
United Sta tes to pin-po int precisely 
tho se U.S. a rms pro g ra ms which ca use 
the g rea test suspicio n in Mo sco w. (No t 
necessa rily wha t Mo sco w co ndemns 
the mo st v ig o ro usly in its pro pa g a nda 
bro a dca sts.) 
These ca n be ex plo red in depth a t 
the current Stra teg ic Arms Limita tio n 
Ta lks (SALT). 
Ho pefully , the 
Russia ns, 
mea n­ 
while, wo uld ma ke a determina tio n o f 
tho se So v iet sy stems which ca use the 
g rea test co ncern in Wa shing to n. 
The seco nd step wo uld be fo r 
Wa shing to n to determine which o f the 
U.S. pro g ra ms co uld be cut ba ck, 
limited o r a ltered witho ut enda ng ering 
o v er-a ll U.S. defenses. 
Suppo se we fo und, fo r ex a mple, tha t 
the U.S. a nti-ba llistic missile sy stem, 
its g ro wth pa st a certa in lev el o r so me 
a spects o f the o v er-a ll sy stem ca used 
the Russia n lea ders to firmly believ e 
the United Sta tes wa s prepa ring fo r a 
preemptiv e strike a bility . 
Suppo se then, tha t o ur a na ly sis 


sho wed tha t we co uld sa fely a lter the 
ABM sy stem to meet the Kremlin’s 
fea rs. 
We co uld then sig na l the Russia ns 
uno fficia lly tha t we were rea dy to cut 
ba ck o r ho ld do wn o r a lter the ABM in 
this pa ricula r wa y , pro v ided . . . 
We ha d a n info rma l sig na l fro m the 
Russia ns indica ting they were rea dy to 
cut ba ck, ho ld do wn o r a lter so me cru­ 
cia l a spects o f, sa y , the SS 9 interco n­ 
tinenta l missile which bo thers U.S. de­ 
fense men ex ceeding ly . 
Neither g o v ernment wo uld be co m­ 
mitted. But ea ch side wo uld kno w wha t 
the o ther suppo sedly wa s g etting rea dy 
to do . 
Then we wo uld beg in to cut ba ck, 
reduce the g ro wth o r a lter the pa r­ 
ticula r sy stem (sa y the ABM) a nd 
wa tch ca refully to ma ke certa in the 
So v iet Unio n a lso sta rted a lo ng the cut 
ba ck o r ho ld ba ck ro ute it ha d sig na led. 
We wo uld pro ceed ca utio usly . If we 
fo und tha t the So v iet Unio n wa s no t, in 
fa ct, ho lding to its side o f the info rma l 
ba rg a in, we wo uld be prepa red to 
a g a in step up o ur pro ductio n o f the 
sy stem we ha d pla nned to limit — o r 
push a hea d o n so me a lterna te a rms 
pro g ra m. 
We wo uld sig na l Mo sco w o f this 
intent in the ho pes o f sa lv a g ing the a r­ 
ra ng ements. 
It ca n be rea dily seen tha t such a 
sy stem o f a rms co ntro l wo uld be v ery 
difficult to implement a nd to enfo rce 
a nd tha t it wo uld be full o f the mo st 
drea dful pitfa lls. 
But to so me v ery influentia l men 
here co nv inced o f the necessity o f a 
mutua l a rms pullba ck a nd no w cy nica l 
a bo ut the pro spects o f a mea ning ful 
a rms limita tio n trea ty with Russia , 
this piecemea l, info rma l ty pe o f a r­ 
ra ng ement ha s a g rea t a ppea l, if o nly 
beca use they ca n think o f no thing 
better.

Acro ss 66 y ears d o wn ­ 
tu rn s hav e ex ceed ed rallies o n ly 
d u rin g Febru ary s an d Sep tem­ 
bers. Bu t atten tio n to su ch airy - 
fairy facts is a sp len d id way to 
ru n a fo rtu n e in to a sho estrin g. 
Fo r su rp rise— the u n ex p ect­ 
ed — is the o n ly abso lu te cer­ 
tain ty in Wall Street. 
SO NOW 1970 lies in the v au lt 
o f memo ry an d New Year’s 
v iews abo u t the mark et are 
again cu sto m ary , esp ecially 
with Presid en t Nix o n ’s re-elec­ 
tio n in v o lv emen t. Fo r an y ad ­ 
min istratio n wan ts go o d bu si­ 
n ess an d a go o d mark et, with 
the p sy cho lo gical o o mp h that 
sp ark lin g p rices p ro v id e. In 
fact, n o ad min istratio n was 
ev er re-elected to o ffice in a 
bear (d eclin in g) mark et. 
THAT SAID, o ld Wall Street 
han d s wo u ld rev iew so me o ld ies 
fo r n ewer in v esto rs to p o n d er in 
an y New Year, whether an elec­ 
tio n lo o ms o r at an y o ther time. 
They (n o r an y o n e else) hav e 
n o au to matic an swer to su c­ 
cessfu l in v estin g, bu t the first 
max im is to p ay n o atten tio n 
whatev er—abso lu tely n o n e— to 
ho w high an y sto ck o n ce so ld in 
the p ast in d ecid in g whether it is 
“cheap ” to d ay . An y reco rd ed 
high is as irrelev an t as who in ­ 
v en ted the ice p ick . 
ANY STOCK mark et is al­ 
way s bu ilt o n a great man y il­ 
lu sio n s. That’s ho w bo o med 
sto ck s get u p in to the wild blu e 
y o n d er in the first p lace. Fash­ 
io n s in sto ck s chan ge abo u t as 
o ften as hemlin es. Fashio n -bu y ­ 
in g in the mark et, emo tio n al­ 
ism, tip s an d whatn o t o ften are 


mo re co n seq u en tial than reali­ 
ties. 
ACTUALLY, THE m ark et 
may o ften act o u t what y o u 
might call a so rt o f “mo rality 
p lay ” where bu y ers seem cer­ 
tain that “go o d ” mu st triu mp h. 
Sto ck s mu st go u p . Ev en if a 
mark et is high an d v u ln erable, 
it can go higher— an d higher- 
ju st becau se p eo p le thin k it will. 
Do llar sign s in the sto ck mark et 
beco me mere n u mbers. 
MANY GOOD sto ck s su ch as 
RCA are o n ly n o w reco v erin g 
p ricewise after 40 y ears an d 
o ther highly bo o med high-fly ers 
lik e An aco n d a ($174) o r New 
Yo rk Cen tral ($2 5 6) hav e n ev er 
reco v ered . Wo rse, where are 
Ko lster Rad io , Un ited Co rp o ra­ 
tio n , Au bu rn Au to mo bile, etc., 
etc., chased u p so in ten sely that 
so metimes they co u ld n ’t ev en 
o p en ? 
OH, NO, THERE are n o “n ew 
eras,” altho u gh so me so rt o f 
n ew era is alway s claimed . 
There is n o su ch thin g as “in ­ 
trin sically ” in the sto ck mark et.

Their actio n s rep resen t the law

care o f themselv es. Lo sses— 
tho se sn eerin g d ev ils— n ev er 
d o . 
A SECOND max im amo n g o ld

again st bein g mesmerized by 
the p rice y o u p aid fo r a sto ck . 
They k n o w this is o n e o f the 
mo st co mmo n — an d d isas­ 
tro u s— in v estmen t ailmen ts. 
WHAT YOU p aid fo r the sto ck 
has abso lu tely n o thin g to d o 
with the cu rren t mark et p rice 
o r an y thin g else. It has mean in g

TRUE, WE’VE in ched u p 
abo u t two cen ts a y ear o n the 
d o llar, o n av erage, d u rin g the 
d ecad e. As measu red by the 
Co n su mer Price In d ex , what 
$100 wo u ld bu y in 19 60 co st y o u 
$132 in 19 70. At the same time, 
each $100 in the week ly p ay 
check has in creased to $15 2 . 
BUT PAST histo ry d o esn ’t 
bu y gro ceries, an d n o t man y o f 
u s hav e ban k ed that 2 0-cen ts-o n - 
the-d o llar gain reco rd ed by his­ 
to ry , so it has little effect o n ho w 
mu ch sp en d able in co me is 
av ailable fo r this mo n th’s bu d ­ 
get, an d n ex t y ear’s. 
WHAT HAS been hap p en in g 
in recen t mo n ths— an d what 
will almo st certain ly be the case 
in ’71— is that the co n su mer’s 
in co me is fallin g behin d the ris­ 
in g co st o f co n su mer go o d s an d 
serv ices.

THE TRUTH IS that in “co n ­ 
stan t d o llars”— the same p u r­ 
chasin g p o wer fro m y ear to 
y ear—the ty p ical U.S. family is 
almo st ex actly where it was fiv e 
y ears ago in terms o f week ly 
sp en d able in co me. Tho se who 
wo rk in man u factu rin g hav e 3 
p er cen t less. 
MOST WAGE earn ers are 
lik ely to fin d sp en d able in co me, 
in co n stan t d o llars, slip p in g in 
1971. Wo rk in g again st raises 
will be an 
u n co m fo rtable 
amo u n t o f u n emp lo y men t ex ­ 
ten d in g in to at least the early 
mo n ths, an d a slo w, if n ev erthe­ 
less welco me, reco v ery fro m 
the slu mp in sales an d p ro fits 
that has been d ep ressin g man y 
bu sin esses. 
ONLY THE trad es where re­ 
cen tly n ego tiated u n io n co n ­ 
tracts hav e p u shed wages u p 
are lik ely to see mo re p o ck et 
mo n ey . White-co llar an d p ro ­ 
fessio n al wo rk ers, in the ab­ 
sen ce o f p ay -raise lev erage- 
fat p ro fits an d man p o wer sho rt­ 
ages— are p ro bably slated to 
ru n a d ead heat with in flatio n , 
at best. 
IN THE JOB mark et, there 
will be mo re co llege grad s than 
jo bs in the ’70s, say s the Bu reau 
o f Labo r Statistics. Lo o k fo r a 
su rp lu s o f teachers, life scien ­ 
tists an d mathematician s, esp e­ 
cially . 
THE LONG-TERM o u tlo o k is 
mo re en co u ragin g. A BLS stu d y 
co v erin g mo re than 700 o ccu p a­ 
tio n s in d icates an in creasin g 
n eed d u rin g the ’70s. fo r man y 
white-co llar wo rk ers, with the 
biggest ex p an sio n in the serv ­ 
ice-p ro d u cin g an d health in d u s­ 
tries, an d a d eman d fo r certain 
k in d s o f en gin eers. 
DEMAND WILL slack o ff, ac­ 
co rd in g to the stu d y , fo r man a­ 
gers, o fficials an d p ro p rieto rs.

Bu t 
who o n either sid e o f that terri­ 
ble co n fro n tatio n wasn ’t—an d 
in retro sp ect, I wo u ld be the last 
to thro w the first sto n e. In the 
y ears sin ce then , I hav e wat­ 
ched the W ashin gto n state 
Demo crat fairly clo sely an d 
seen him rep eated ly p u t his 
p rin cip les where his mo u th is. 
WHEN SO MANY o f his Sen ­ 
ate co lleagu es were mak in g p o ­ 
litical hay by their irresp o n sible 
sallies in to Vietn amese War 
strategy , Sen . Jack so n brav ed 
their wrath—an d the rid icu le o f 
the mass med ia—by in sistin g 
that America had a stak e in that 
war, that u n ilateral withd rawal 
wo u ld be fo lly o f the wo rst k in d , 
an d that cu ttin g o u t Presid en t 
Jo hn so n ’s liv er an d lights 
serv ed n o o n e bu t the en emies o f 
this co u n try . He has been stro n g 
an d reaso n able o n the q u estio n 
o f America’s d efen se p o stu re— 
n ev er allo win g the Ken n ed y - 
Fu lbright ax is to stamp ed e him 
in to v o tin g again st the ABM o r 
callin g fo r measu res that wo u ld 
weak en this co u n try in this ho u r 
o f d esp erate trav ail. 
SEN. JACKSON co u ld hav e 
k ep t his o wn co u n sel, allo win g 
the wid emo u ths to d o min ate the 
Sen ate argu men t. Bu t he sp o k e 
u p . The than k s he go t was a 
tho ro u gh bero gu in g fro m fello w 
Demo crats who se id ea o f free 
d ebate can best be su mmed u p 
by that o ld Ru ssian say in g: 
“When a gen eral talk s to y o u , 
shu t u p !” No w he has sp o k en 
o u t again , tak in g a stan d that is 
highly u n p o p u lar amo n g the 
lead ership o f his p arty . Bu t Sen . 
Jack so n o bv io u sly feels that 
ho ld in g p u blic o ffice in v o lv es a 
little mo re than to win re-elec­ 
tio n o r ad v an cemen t. By fo llo w­ 
in g this p recep t, Mr. Jack so n 
has, with n o d esire o n his p art, 
assu med a lead in g ro le in the 
d ebate o v er Israel. 
IN A REPORT to the Sen ate 
Armed Serv ices Co mmittee, o f 
which he is o n e o f the mo re v al­ 
u able members, Sen . Jack so n 
has stamp ed the wo rd s “sho rt­ 
sighted ,” 
“ill-ad v ised ,” 
“u n ­ 
n ecessary ,” an d “u n wise” o n 
the fo rmu la fo r a Mid d le East­ 
ern p eace which Sec. o f State 
William P. Ro gers has been at­ 
temp tin g to thru st d o wn the 
thro ats o f the Israelis an d the 
White Ho u se p o licy mak ers. 
Un lik e so me o f his co lleagu es, 
Sen . Jack so n is aware that at is­ 
su e in the Mid d le East is far 
mo re than the d esires o f so me 
tro u bleso me Jews an d the n o ble 


asp iratio n s o f the Arabs. 
“ THE PEACE an d stability o f 
the Mid d le East,” he writes in 
the rep o rt abo u t his trip to that 
area, “is n o w threaten ed by the 
aggressiv e ambitio n o f the So v i­ 
et Un io n , which tran scen d s the 
tragic co n flict between Arabs 
an d Israelis an d , in d eed , is 
based o n its ex p lo itatio n . This 
p o licy o f Ru ssia to man ip u late 
the co n flict fo r its o wn ad v an ­ 
tage is the k ey reality u p o n 
which American Mid d le East 
p o licy mu st be based ”—a reali­ 
ty that seems to hav e ev ad ed 
Secretary Ro gers an d the State 
Dep artmen t. 
THE 
ROGERS 
fo rm u la, 
which to this mo men t the State 
Dep artmen t in sists is “Ameri­ 
can ” p o licy , “ap p ears to p re­ 
ju d ge the ex ten t o f the altera­ 
tio n s that wo u ld co n stitu te d e­ 
fen sible bo rd ers, d imin ishes the 
Israeli bargain in g p o sitio n an d 
. . . u ltimately en co u rages the 
Arabs to ad o p t a rigid p o sitio n ,” 
Mr. Jack so n say s. “Fo r Israel 
to aban d o n the secu rity o f her 
p resen t bo rd ers in ex chan ge fo r 
ep hemeral co n cessio n s fro m 
the o ther sid e wo u ld en d an ger 
n o t o n ly Israel’s su rv iv al, bu t 
the p eace o f the wo rld as well.”

SEN. JACKSON called the 
Ro gers p lan “in co n sisten t with 
the mo re fu n d amen tal n o tio n o f 
d efen sible bo rd ers—‘secu re an d 
reco gn ized bo u n d aries’ in the 
wo rd s o f the U.N. reso lu tio n .” 
In fact, he sees a Mid d le East 
so lu tio n p o ssible o n ly if the Si­ 
n ai Pen in su la is d eclared a d e­ 
militarized zo n e to p rev en t an ­ 
o ther so rtie by the aggressiv e 
Egy p tian s. 
BUT SEN. JACKSON might 
hav e carried his p ro p o sals a 
step fu rther. The Israeli-Egy p - 
tian co n flict is the area o f the 
highest p o ten tial d an ger to 
wo rld p eace. An d it is the o n e 
where a so lu tio n is mo st p o ssi­ 
ble. If the n ego tiatio n s o v er Si­ 
n ai were d etached fro m the 
gen eral Arab-Israeli p ro blem, 
Sin ai co u ld be v acated an d the 
So v iet threat d efu sed . On ce that 
was o u t o f the way , the mo re 
co mp lex issu es in v o lv in g Jo r­ 
d an an d the West Ban k co u ld be 
so rted o u t witho u t the threat o f 
gen eral war. This sho u ld be the 
thru st o f American p o licy —an d 
with Sen . Jack so n ’s ad v o cacy , 
the White Ho u se might well 
ad o p t it. Mr. Nix o n , in fact, 
might d o his ad min istratio n a 
great fav o r by rep lacin g Bill 
Ro gers with Sco o p Jack so n .
